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PROPOSED  BUDGET  BILL 

RECOMMENDED     BY     THE     STATE     BOARD      OF     EXAMINERS 

In  Compliance  with  Chapter  27,  Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  1935 

A  BILL  FOR  AN  ACT  ENTITLED:  "AN  ACT  TO  APPROPRIATE 
MONEY  FOR  THE  OPERATION,  MAINTENANCE  AND  OTHER  PUR- 
POSES, AS  DESIGNATED  HEREIN,  FOR  ALL  STATE  DEPARTMENTS, 
BOARDS,  BUREAUS,  COMMISSIONS  AND  INSTITUTIONS,  FOR  THE 
PERIOD  BEGINTSIING  JULY  1,  1939  AND  ENDING  JUNE  30,  1941." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the   State   of  Montana : 

SECTION    1.     For   the    purpose    of   this    act,    unless    otherwise    required    by 
the  context : 

(1)  The  term  "Salaries"  means  the  compensation  paid  in  considera- 
tion of  services  rendered  to  all  regularly  elected  or  appointed  officers  or 
employees  whose  duties  are  of  a  continuous  nature.  It  does  not  mean 
wages  or  compensation  paid  in  consideration  of  services  rendered  to 
temporary  employees  and  for  persons  appointed  or  hired  for  a  period  of 
less  than  one  month,  the  payment  of  which  is  hereby  made  a  proper  charge 
from  funds  appropriated  for  "Operation." 

(2)  The  term  "Capital,"  unless  otherwise  designated  or  defined, 
means  all  articles,  fixtures  and  good  of  a  permanent  nature,  but,  in  no 
event,  shall  the  term  "Capital"  mean  buildings  or  purchase  of  lands, 
unless  specifically  defined  herein.  Store  supplies  shall  have  the  same 
limitations. 

(3)  The  term  "Repairs"  means  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  the 
repair  of  any  capital  asset,  including  buildings  or  lands. 

(4)  The  term  "Replacements"  means  the  amount  to  be  paid  for 
the  replacing  of  any  capital  asset,  as  defined  in  paragraph  (2)  above, 
by  the  purchase  of  a  new  one  to  take  its  place  by  reason  of  the  original 
asset  being  worn  out   or  broken. 

(5)  The  term  "Operation"  means  all  other  expenditures  which  are 
necessary  for  the  0]ieration  of  the  department,  board,  bureau,  commission 
or  institution  to  which  the  appropriation  applies,  including  wages  of 
employees  paid  to  temporary  employees  for  work  not  considered  of  a 
continuous    nature. 

(6)  The  term  "Salaries  and  Expenses"  means  any  expense,  including 
salaries,  capital,  repairs  and  replacements  and  operation,  as  defined  above. 

(7)  The  term  "Expense"  means  any  expense  defined  above,  with 
the  exception  of  salaries. 

(8)  When  reference  is  made  herein  to  any  Chapter  or  section  of 
the  laws  of  Montana,  said  reference  shall  include  any  and  all  laws 
amendatory  thereto. 

SECTION  2 :  That  the  following  sums  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
found  necessary,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any 
moneys  in  the  State  Treasury,  and  from  Special  Funds  enumerated  herein 
not  otherwise  appropriated  for  the  objects  and  purposes  hereinafter 
expressed,  for  the  period  beginning  July  1,  1939  and  ending  June  30, 
1940,  and  the  year  beginning  July  1,  1940  and  ending  June  30,  1941.
